Gazing 
upon that stately and 
balf-religious cere- 
monial, and listening 
to the high-pitched 
but measured rhetoric 
of the Royal speech, 
it may have beheld, in 
its transient, ecstatic 
exaltation, the cloud 
of humiliation which 
has so long enwrapt 
the national destiny 
roll away, the aspira- 
tions and hopes of 
ages assuming the 
aspect of solid fact, 
and, gleaming dis- 
tinctly in the distance, 
the glorious consum- 
mation of German 
unity, German inde- 
pendence, German 
freedom. From the 
high vantage ground 
of the present the 
future was clearly 
visible. The Teuton 
race, self-contained, 
self-respecting, self- 
reliant, and therefore 
satisfied, will rest in 
the sunlight of its 
happier fortune, and 
thenceforth the world 
will possess a new 
pledge of abiding 
peace.

King William's 
speech to the assem- 
bled Parliament bears 
throughout the marks 
of his chief Minister's 
outspoken and _ in- 
cisive style. It fairly 
represents a will 
which interprets suc- 
cess as its best justi- 
fication, and deems no 
apology necessary for 
its future policy. Over 
the broad utterances 
of that will, the King 
of Prussia’s faith in 
the Divine right of the 
house of Hohenzollern 
has compelled Count 
Bismarck to throw an 
air of piety. “God 
has done it ’—that is 
the burden of the first 
paragraph—“ done it 
in ways that we 
neither chose nor fore- 
saw.” This world is 
governed by facts, and 
the pursuit of ideals

The allied Governments of the Oonfederation have 
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embodied this spirit in the arrangements they have agreed upon 
to protect peace, to guarantee the security of federal territory, 
and to develop the prosperity of the inhabitants, The King 
thanks his allies for the sacrifices they have made, and declares 
he would have done similarly if he had been called to it, Itis now 
the turn of Parliament to show its patriotism at the cost of its 
possible preferences—*“ to lay the foundations of the building,” 
and to leave in safe trust to the co-operation of the German 
Sovereigns and races “its more perfect completion.” South 
Germany will be sure to desire, in concert with the North, the 
preservation of the customs’ union, the common promotion of 
trade, and a combined guarantee for the protection of German 
territory, and, as soon as the constitution isso far settled as to 
admit of making treaties, advances will be made towards 
thisend. As the confederate association of the German races 
will be for defence only, not for attack, neighbouring naticns 
may regard it without apprehension or envy. ‘“ Gentlemen,” 
concluded the Royal speaker, in a strain of exalted animation, 
“all Germany, even beyond the limits of our confederation, 
anxiously awaits the decisions that may be arrived at here. 
May the dream of centuries, the yearning and striving of 
the latest generations, be realised by our common work! In 
the name of all the allied Governments—in the name of 
Germany, I confidently call upon you to help us to carry out 
rapidly and safely the great national task. And may the 
blessing of God, upon which everything depends, accompany 
and promote the patriotic work !”’ 

In one respect, but in one only, the assembly to which this 
speech was addressed recalls the assembly convened for a 
similar purpose at Frankfort in 1848. The “patriotic work ” 
to which King Wiliiam alludes was then undertaken; and 
with more atiention, perhaps, to theory than to practice, to 
philosophy than to political sagacity, the building was reared, 
The Sovereign of Prussia, the amiable but irresolute brother 
ef William, then declined to “crown the edifice,” and the 
whole tribe of German Princes, great and small, 
subsequently overturned what had then been accom- 
plished. The one was too apt to “let ‘I dare not’ wait 
upon ‘I would;’” the others had not yet been driven to 
make “sacrifices” to necessity. But no Sadowa had then 
been fought, and there was Austria always ready to take the 
field against unity and progress, We earnestly hope that the 
labours of the North German Parliament will be exposed to 
no such frustration. Germany is now threatened by no 
external foe; and Bismarck has given sufficiently con- 
vincing proof to petty Potentates that it is better 
te yield to, than to resist, his indomitable will. He 
has succeeded in arranging all the preliminaries to the 
great work of unification. He has got together a Par- 
liament seemingly well disposed to lay broad and deep the 
foundations of a German empire, and he sees his way to com- 
plete what he has so daringly begun. When, with the aid of 
that Parliament, he has fairly welded into one solid confede- 
ration all the States north of the Maine, he will bring the 
force of gravitation to bear upon those south of it, and Ger- 
many, under the hegemony of Prussia, will present to the 
world beyond its boundaries a compact unity. 

This is the consummation to which King William’s speech 
significantly points, This is the dream of centuries which he 
hopes to see realised. Our sympathies respond “ Amen!” to 
his prayer. Germany reconstituted will be a guarantee of 
peace to Europe. Secure from external molestation, her 
people will give themselves, with all the persisteucy of their 
character, to self-development and national progress; and 
one more first-rate Power in the comity of civilised nations 
will be able and ready to throw its mighty influence into the 
cause of intellectual and moral progress,

FRANCE,

PRUSSIA.

In acknowledgment of a gift from the United States to the Prussian 
soldiers wounded in the late war, the Crown Princess has written the 
following letter :— 

My dear Madame von Holszendorff,—You must not find fault with me if

I hope your husband and children are 
well, and I beg you to remember me tothe former. I remain, yours affec- 
tionately, VicTORIA, Crown Princess of Prussia. New Palace, Potedam, 
Nov. 2, 1866.

NORTH GERMANY. 


The first session of the North German Parliament was opened in 
Berlin, on Sunday, by the King of Prussia in person. On the right 
of the throne were the Crown Prince and the other Royal Princes, 
with the exception of Prince Frederick Charles, who took his place 
among the members of the Parliament. On the left of the 
throne were the federal plenipotentiaries, headed by Count Bismarck 
in military uniform. The Queen, the Crown Princess, and her Royal 
Highness’s eldest son, Prince Frederick Charles, Prince William of 
Baden, Prince Nicholas of Nassau, Prince Henry of Hesse, and 
almost all the diplématic body were present; and the number of 
spectators was very great. 

The King of Prussia, who was received on entering with the most 
enthusiastic cheers, read the following Speech from the Throne :— 

Illustrious, Noble, and Honourable Gentlemen of the North German 
Confederation,— 

It is an elevating moment in which I come among you. Mighty events 
have brought it about. Great hopes are bound up with it. I thank Divine 
Providence, which has led Germany towards the object desired by her people 
along roads we neither chose nor foresaw, for the privilege a giving ex- 
pression to these hopes in community with an assembly such as has not sur- 
rounded any German Prince for centuries. Relying upon this guidance, we 
shall attain that object all the earlier the clearer we recogaise, fooking back 
upon the history of Germany, the causes that have led us and our f 
away from it. Formerly powerful, great, and honoured, because united and 
guided by strong hands, the German empire did not sink into dissension and 
weakness without ite head and its members being in fault. Deprived of 
weight in the councils of Europe, of influence over her own history, 
became the arena of the struggles of foreign Powers, for which she 
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envy, take possession of these same advantages of a great political common- 
wealth which they themselves have already enjoyed for centuries. 

It therefore now only depends upon us, upon our unity, and our patriotism, 
to secure to entire Germany the guarantees of a future in which, free from 
the danger of again falling into dissension and weakness, she will be able to 
further, by her own decision, her constitutional development and prosperity, 
and to fulfil her peace- mission in the council of nations, I trust in 
God that posterity, looking back upon our common labours, will not say that 
the experience of former unsu attempts has been useless to the German 
people ; but that, on the the other hand, our children will thankfully regard 
this Parliament as the commencement of the unity, freedom, and power of 
the Germans. Gentlemen, all Germany, even beyond the limits of our con- 
federation, anxiously awaits the decisions that may be arrived at here. May 
the dream of centuries, the ame striving of the youngest generations, 
be realised by our common work. the name of all the allied Governments, 
in the name of Germany, I confidently call upon you to help us rapidly and 
safely to carry out the great national task. And may the blessing of God, 
upon which everything depends, accompany,and promove the patriotic work! 

Three times during the delivery of the speech his Majesty was 
came ey be | loud cheers. At the conclusion of the speech Count 
Bismarck declared the Parliament to be open, The King then bowed 
three times to the assembly, and quitted the hall amid great 
enthusiasm. 

On Monday the new Parliament got to work. The President by 
seniority delivered an inaugural speech; and, after some little dis- 
cussion, the Prussian standing orders were provisionally adopted. 
The number of deputies present at the sitting was 220, amongat 
whom was Prince Frederick Charles. The Prussian Ministers, Count 
Bismarck, Baron von der Heydt, Count Itzenplitz, and Herr von 
Savigny, were also present, 

AUSTRIA. 


In Sunday's sitting of both Houses of the Hungarian Diet a 
Royal rescript, countersigned by Count Andrassy, was read, appoint- 
ing the new Hungarian Ministry as follows :—Count Andrassy, 
President of the Ginist ry; M. Festetics, adlatus, Minister for 
Foreign Affairs; M. Wenkheim, Interior; M. Longsy, Finance ; 
Baron Eotros, Worship and Public Instruction; M. Horvath, 
Justice ; M. Niko, Public Works; M.Gorove, Agriculture, Indastry, 
and Commerce, The Portfoiio of the Minister of War, or, properly 
speaking, of the Landwehr, is provisionally intrusted to the President 
of the Ministry, until the military reorganization scheme and the 
rights of the Crown in reference to the army shall be constitutionally 
settled. An ordipance issued by the new Ministry provisionally 
confirms in their posts all the present authorities and officials in 
Hungary. Festivities continue to be held throughout the couatry, 
and addresses of confidence in the Ministry are everywhere being 
voted and telegraphed to Pesth. 

The Croatian Diet will again take into consideration the sabject 
of union with Hungary ; but it seems from demonstrations at Agram 
that there is a strong desire for the integrity of Croatia. 

An Imperial patent has been issued from Vienna dissolving the 
Bohemian Diet and ordering fresh elections. The reason alleged for 
this step is that the resolutions ~dopted by the majority of th» Diet, 
if they received the Imporia: sanction, would frustrate the succeasfal 
settlement of the constitctional relations of the monarchy. 

THE UNITED STATES. 

A New York telegram of Wednesday's date announce: that the 
Senate has passed a resolution for the disbandment of the militia 
in the Southern States, 

The Finance Committee of the Senate has reported against the 
bill adopted by the House of Representatives for the issue of green- 
backs to the amount of 100,000,000dols, for the redemption of the 
compound -interest notes, 

By the arrival of the Africa we have it confirmed that the House 
of Representatives had the bill for the military government 
of the South, and also the Louisiana Civil Government Bill. The 
House has refused a vote on the Tariff Bill, A committee has been 
appointed for a conference on the subject, which puts an end to the 
measure, On Saturday the House passed a resolution abolishing the 
tax on cotton from September next. 

The Kansas Legislature has adopted an amendment striking out 
the words “ white ” and “male” from the State Constitution. 

The Missouri Legislature has refused to submit the amendment 
disfranchising rebels to the people for ratification. 

Colonel Henry’s marble bust of President Lincoln was unveiled at 
Louisville, on the 18th ult., with appropriate ceremony. 

Mr. Leonard W. Jerome, who offered to Princeton College the

THE opinion which we expressed in regard to the Ministerial 
proposal to proceed with reform by means of resolutions has 
proved to be that of the majority of the House of Commons, 
Mr. Gladstone prepared a notice of a motion condemnatory of 
that course, and, indeed, put it into the hand of the official 
at the Speaker's table ; but the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
withdrew the resolutions before the leader of the Opposition 
could announce his hostility to them. It is not necessary, 
therefore, to say anything more as to the preliminary tactics 
of the Government, except to regret that they have been the 
means of causing a considerable waste of valuable time, and 
that they have placed the ablest Minister in a very hu- 
miliating position. Antagonistic as we so often find ourselves 
to Mr, Disraeli’s policy, we nevertheless always regret, on 





broader grounds than those of partisanship, that a statesman 





who, if unfettered, could serve his country so well, is obliged 
to act as the agent and mouthpiece of others who do not even 
repay him with trust and liking. On the present occasion 
we believe that the country will do Mr. Disraeli the justice of 
perceiving that the curious course he has been adopting has 
been forced upon him, and that he has had to represent a 
divided Cabinet. We imagine that at no very distant time 
Mr, Disraeli, whether Chancellor of the Exchequer or not, will 
manage to make it reasonably clear to the more obstructive 
of his colleagues that he will not see his way another time t> 
so false a position as that which he has good-naturedly 
assumed for the sake of his party. 

Liberalism has closed its ranks. A very large meeting of 
Opposition members has been held in Mr. Gladstone's hall 
and has been addressed from Mr. Gladstone's staircase; and, 
though Mr, Bright urged sterner courses with a Ministry 
which he declared to be untrustworthy, the echo of the Agri- 
cultural Hall was not heeded, and it was decided that the 
Government should be treated with moderation, We incline 
to think that, practically, the course of the Liberals will become 
that of which Mr. Bright will approve, unless the non-cohesion 
of the incongruous bodies at present termed a Cabinet should 
eave the Opposition the trouble of action. For the scheme of 
Reform which Mr, Disraeli sketched out on Monday (and the 
only connection of which with the resolutions was the fact that 
both proceeded from the same speaker) will certainly not 
satisfy the nation, for the good reason that it does not make 
a sufficient concession to justify Parliament in declaring that 
the passing of that bill settles the Reform question for the 
present century. The country demands a measure which shall 
make Parliament to say that in act,if not in terms, Mr. 
Disraeli’s bill, if it is to be based upon the scheme of 
Monday, would justify fresh applications on the part of the 
unenfranchised. 

The new bill may be expected to contain the foir new 
franchises which Mr. Disraeli mentioned—namely, an educa- 
tional franchise, a savings-bank franchise, a £50 in the funds 
franchise, and a franchise to everyone paying 20s. a year in 
direct taxation, He explained his plurality of voting to mean 
that anyone who voted as an occupier might also vote in 
respect of any of the above qualifications; but this is not 
to be insisted on, and it is therefore needless to point 
out that the plan would be holding out the most special 
inducement to create faggot votes, On Monday he pro- 
posed a £6 rating franchise in boroughs. The occupation 
franchise in counties was to be reduced to £20. Of the re- 
distribution and disfranchisement portions of the scheme it 
is not necessary to say much at present, because battle will 
be offered, and probably accepted, on the much more im- 
portant points of the borough and county franchise. Mr, 
Disraeli estimated the addition to the constituency at 400,000 ; 
but the most moderate of his opponents refused to accept this 
calculation, and it was regarded as a guess based on insufficient 
data. But whether it be right or wrong is not exactly the 
question. The proposed lowering of the franchise is not sufficient, 
This very House of Commons voted a £14 county franchise last 
year, and, by a very small majority certainly (7 in a House of 
583), carried rental against rating in counties, The borough 
franchise proposed last year was £7, but rental, not rating, 
and it was on this that the Government went down. This 
Journal signified an opinion—from which recent circum- 
stances gives us no kind of reason to depart—that both the 
figures of Mr. Gladstone’s scheme were too low; but, 
inasmuch as he and the Liberals generally are committed, 
if not to those precise figures, still to a far greater ex- 
tension of suffrage than the Conservative bill offers, it 
cannot’ be supposed that a counter proposition will not be 
brought forward. We shall then see how docile the Cabinet 
is; but we own that, however much we should like to see the 
Reform question instantly adjusted, we should prefer delay to 
the spectacle of a wholesale sacrifice of opinion on the part 
of a body of statesmen. We appreheod that we shall see 
nothing of the kind, and that, when the screw begins to be felt 
in earnest, the Cabinet will either divide finally and fatally 
or fall on Mr. Gladstone's sword. All things are possible ; 
but some things, though possibilities, astound as much as 
miracles. One of those things would be the sight of a great 
party subscribing to that which they denounced with fire and 
fury last year, and on which they destroyed the Government, 

But, though some delays may be caused, we do not despair 
of seeing the question closed this year, As for a dissolution, 
we cannot suppose that the Conservative leaders would be 
foolish enough to think of suchathing. It would be simply 
suicide, The idea of a Conservative Government, defeated 
because their Reform scheme was inadequate, going to the 
country on that point is too ludicrous for examination, They 
would come back with the loss of fifty votes, or more, and 
might consider themselves thenceforth an Opposition in per- 
petuity, to sit like Theseus on the rock in the infernal regions, 
but with no Hercules to tear them away. They will commit 
no such folly. If they transmit the cares of office, and 
do so in a becoming manner, and afterwards do their 
best to help to settle the Reform scheme, by abstaining 
from undue opposition to what they will have discovered to 
be the wish of the nation, there is no reason why a Oon- 
servative Administration should not again take its turn. 
But very much depends upon the mode in which Mr. Disraeli 
will lead, or be allowed to lead, at this curious crisis, The 
Liberals are playing the waiting game, which is very often 
the winning one, and the Conservatives must not mistake 
this discretion for anything in the way of chivalry, which has 
not been exactly deserved by the present tenants of office, 
and which, moreover, is not exactly in its place in the 
counsels of a nation. There is a hard, dry business-job to be 
done, and it must be done, done at once, and done thoroughly,

Mixprvt of “ friends at a distance,” we present an Lilustration of one 
of the lions in Trafalgar-square, on a larger scale than in our former 
Engraving, from one of the series of photographs by Mr. Vernon Heath ;

SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


Ln = pee arene at Westminster this season have not only been 
ied and interesting, but t have been even amusing. The 
chief actor, having tried his skill in the heavily serious line and 
decidedly failed, has taken up the light, airy, and almost comical 
style. This has exercised an influence on the House of Commons, 
and thus Mr. Disraeli has not only been pleasant himsei’, but has 
been the cause of liveliness in others. On the night when he was to 
perform, for the second time, his daring act of statesmanship, the 
audience was tremendous in every sense, physically and characteris- 
tically ; and, probably because it was so imposing in appearance, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer thought that his high tragedy tone would 
be appropriate, and thus he commenced his statement about Reform 
in the my-name-is-Norval manner. Anon, however, the assembly, 
to a man, began to look as people do when they are hissing. 
He saw it, and, stopping short in his lugubrious symphony, dashed 
off into quadrille time, and kept it up all through one 
of the clearest, most intelligible, and equably delivered speeches that 
he has ever made. Its reception was remarkable. Possibly no 
Minister propounding a great measure ever spoke to so quiet and 
unemotional a House. Even the announcement of the proposed 
franchises did not cause a stir. It seemed, in fact, as if everyone 
felt that they were listening to a political “Mr, Toots,” who at 
every statement he made intimated that “it was of no conse- 

uence;” do as you please. Though undevelo until he rose 
there must have been some disturbance in Mr, Lowe’s mind 
previously, or he could not have pronounced such a string of 
sarcasms as he did, with an evident struggle to appear good- 
bumoured. If Mr. Bright had spoken before him one might 
have thought that the mention of the “ Rat-catcher’s Franchise” 
may have made Mr, Lowe uncomfortable, even the most in- 
direct allusion to certain rodents being eminently sug- 
gestive to his mind at that moment. His speech contained 
much House-of-Commons fun; and it has not been without its 
effect, for his contemptuous allusion to the Reform demonstrator: 
will bring that sensitive body out into the streets and Hyde Park 
again. There was aconsiderable pause when Mr. Lowe sat down, before 

r. Bright presented himself. He was apparently in a concentrated 
rage, the best source of humour in him. It is always when he is angry 
that he invents nicknames which become immortal. The huskinessof 
his voice was not altogether physical; Aysterica passio generally 
affects the throat. It might have been fancied that he was nearly 
as irritated with Mr. Gladstone as with Mr. Disraeli ; and his satirical 
observations on the courteous understanding between those gentle- 
men on the next night was confirmatory of that notion. Mr. 
Walpole in a state of excitement was an agreeable change from his 

style, which seems to indicate that he is prepared to compose 
epitaphs to order on the shortest notice; while his assertion that 

Government was ready to stand or fall by their measure was 80 
palpably a slip that every one took it as it really was meant— 
namely, that one of the Government was ready to fall—back upon 
a pension. Again a development of training for leadership by Kee. 
Gladstone, more marked, more appreciated by the Opposition! The 
result of the discussion was obvious when, in reply, Mr. Disraeli set 
about treating his Resolutions like ninepins. He made a comical 
speech, ina that d a tradition of Liston’s best hits, and 
really caused the finale to be very entertaining. 

Next day a tolerably full House was chatting in the interval 
between petition-presenting and notice-giving, when it was startled 
into silence by the apparition of Mr. Disraeli at the table on the 
stroke of half after four. Again, with a touch of the Liston manner, 
he made game of his resolutions by talking of his still belief that 
they would have tended to expedite Reform ; and then, with scarcely- 
concealed whimsicality, stated that, having served their purpose 
(that is, gained a fortnight for the Ministry to make up their minds 
in and tested Mr. Gladstone’s policy of forbearance) they were 
to be cast into the Parliamentary waste-basket, and there would be 
a bill. When? directly and indirectly inquired the House ;—in a 
fortnight, ora month? The tone was too significant, and so he 

ed what he was going to say, and half promised it in ten days. 
So for a while the Sessional car of Juggernaut stands still. 

4s has been hinted, as a whole, members have been vivacious 
and opportunities have not been infrequent for the development 
of their specialties and characteristics. Thus, in an architectural 
debate, Mr. Cavendish Bentinck has been exhibiting himself in 
his cock-robin style; and Mr. Beresford Hope has been strivin 
to be humorous in his peculiar way, suggestive of the sort o 
droll which a man would emit when he was swinging at the 
end of a crane. Then he is too delicate to speak of a “bull,” 
but periphrastically described it as an inhabitant of the fields. 
He is considerate to his hearers, however, for when he is about to 
be joccse he invariably laughs, or rather cackles, beforehand, and 
everyone knows what to expect, and me a accordingly. It is not 
quite certain whether Mr. Davenport Bromley one night really meant 
to say funny things; at any rate, his drollery was so smoothly 
worded that it sounded very much as if he had prepared a set 
speech, intended to be serious, about the condition of the approaches 
to the Houses of Parliament, and that his mode of delivering it 
caused it to be jocose. No doubt the voice, countenance, and 
gesture are intensely comic; but that may be involuntary. 
Any way, for twenty minutes the House was in a continual 
roar of Janghter, with one notable exception. Mr. Bernal Osborne 
gat scowling, and with reason, for here was a mere /farceur 
violating bis monopoly ; his, who prides himself on always joking 
with a purpose, and believes that, in reproducing the traditionary 
wit of others, he is delivering his own. Any way, he was put 
on his metal, and, having a grievance in hand, he pumped out 
as much of his joke supply as he possibly could, and verily he 
had his reward in the merriment of the House—the most easily 
titillated body of persons that the world ever saw. Students of

The Earl of Derby moved the second reading of the Habeas Corpus Suspen- 
sion (Ireland) Act Continuance Bill. He said if the Government hai only to 
deal with the resid Irish population this bill would be wholly uanece:sary, 
for they were, in the main, thoroughly loyal ; but the Fenian leaders hai not 
been arrested through their assistance because they had a great dislike to the 
cberacter of informers. 

Earl Ruesell gave a cordial assent to the bill, considering that circum- 
stances rendered it imperative. 

The Earl of Kimberley also concurred in the necessity of the measare. 

The bill was then read a second time; and, the standing orders having 
been suspended, it was read the third time and passed.e

One of the most brilliant and 
thoughtful of modern French 
authors, one of the most influential 
leaders of Liberal opinion during a 

iod of thirty or forty years, from 

downfall of Napoleon I. to the 
empire of Napoleon IIL., was the 
late Victor Cousin, who, though 
never an active politician, con- 
tributed by his philosophical 
teachings to support ee well as to 
adorn the constitutional monarchy 
of Louis XVIIL after the Restora- 
tion of 1815, and that of Louis 
Philippe after the Revolution of 
1830 ; allying himself with — 
the statesman and historian, an 
with Villemain, the arbiter of 
a correct literary taste, in their 
endeavours to form the minds of 
the rising generation of French- 
men to something better than 
anarchy and license or fanaticism 
on the one hand, or despotism 
and sordid materialism on the 
other. This school of Doctrinaires, 
as they were called, might have 
obtained a more enduring success 
if they had frankly consulted the 
feelings and wants of the workin, 
classes, and sought, as the Liberal 
party in England has done, by 
mechanics’ institutes, by societies 
for the diffusion of useful know- 
ledge, and in many other ways, to 
romote the social and intellectual 
mprovement of the mass of the 
people; instead of which, th 
seemed rather to foster the growt 
of an aristocracy of intellect and 
culture, a ruling class of professo 
philosophers, jurists, didactic an 
scientific writers, whose political 
ascendancy was at length vio- 
ay — down by the 
rage 0’ e hungry u in 
1848. Notwithstanding. this 
litical failure, much ise is due 
to the accomplished men with 
whom M. Cousin was associated, 
both in his academical and literary 
career and in his attachment to 
the Moderate Liberal cause, for 
their efforts to preserve and exalt 
the high standard of education at 
the University, the guiding in- 
fluence of the French Academy in 
science and letters, and the tone of 
dignified urbanity which has till 
lately characterised the discussion 
of public affairs in France. It 
should also be remembered that, 
while resisting unworthy con- 
cessions to the clerical and 
pretensions, they gave their best 
countenance to religion and 
morality, contending sorely amidst 
the riotous ferment of senti- 
ments and crude notions in the 
mind of Young France.

VICTCR COUSIN, 


Victor Cousin may be ranked with 
the late Sir William Hamilton, of 
Edinburgh, though far less 
found as an original thi . 
Victor Cousin was not the in- 
ventor of a new doctrine, but the 
improver, completer, and re- 
conciler of doctrines previously 
taught by conflicting schools, in 
each of which he sought to find a 
portion of truth, or some idea 
sufficiently probable to be re- 
sopisindor of tas caigets qpetams 
remainder . 
We can hardly sa indeed, that 
his examination oft the rival sects 
of metaphysicians was conducted 
without partiality or predilection. 
Avowing, from the outset of 
his career as a professor, his 
intention to succeed yer 
Collard as the champion of spiri- 
tualism against materialism, on 
the ground that the former 
opinion was the more consistent 
with the revival of a belief in 
Christianity and the re-establish- 
ment of constitutional monarchy 
in France after the Revolution, he 
was evidently more or less than a 
free inquirer of a purely scientific 
spirit. He was rather, indeed, the 
earnest and eloquent advocate of 
what he held to be the lofty, 
noble, and generous view of 
human nature, with its immortal 
destinies and rational faculty as- 
sured of the reality of its know- 
ledge of that which is super- 
natural and divine. It is for 
these tendencies of Victor Cousin, 
as a Moralist and Theist, that he 
especially deserves to be studied. 
As a logician he is not very 
strong. 
A perfect summary of his con- 
victions on all the fundamental 
subjects of philosophy will be 
found in the small volume entitled 
“Du Vrai, du Beau, et du Bien,” 
in which, so lately as 1853, he con- 
densed and finished the essential 
parts of his earliest series of lec- 
tures delivered at the Sorbonne 
from 1815 to 1821, embracing the 
principles of metaphysical science, 
sesthetics, ethics, and natural theo- 
oey all investigated from a p- 
chological point of view. Few 
recent books contain, within this 
brief compass, such an array of 
ns peer ideas and arguments set 
orth with admirable method and 
precision and frequently relieved 
passages of graceful and per- 
suasive rhetoric expressing the 
lively inspiration of a reasonable 
faith. work is divided into 
three “The True,” “The 
Beautiful,” and “The Good.” Its 
method is thoroughly consistent, 
in attempting to trace up the 
origin of our conceptions, under 
of these three to an 
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external objective source in some corresponding 
reality of supernatural existence, the starting- 
point in each case being a strict analysis of the 
© ions of the mind itself when conceiving the 
idea in question, 

There is no pretence of novelty in this pro- 
cedure, or in the results at which it arrives, The 
writings of Plato, which Victor Cousin has trans- 
lat are full of these identical considerations ; 
and he presents us with copious quotations, not 
only from Plato, but from St, Augustine, Descartes, 
Leibnits, and Bossuet, showing how metaphysicians 
and theologians have agreed in ascribing the ideas 
of absolute truth, beauty, and goodness to that 
precognition of the infinite and perfect qualities of 
the Deity, which is the rational basis of aul religious 
creeds or formsof worship. His argument is, that 
our conception of the absolute existence of such 

ualities implies the existence of an absolute 

ing as their substance. Severer thinkers will 
reply, that we know really nothing of the Absolute. 
The wisest believers are content to hold these 
transcendental truths not as of knowledge, but of 
faith ; yet they may thank M. Cousin for showing, 
after Plato and others, the rationality and con- 
sistency of their belief. He at the same time 
deduces, from the essential purport of these ideas, 
a train of secondary principles, both speculative 
and practical, relating to the pursuit of truth in 
science and philosophy, the enjoyment and creation 
of beauty in Nature and Art, and the observance 
of moral goodness in the personal duties of men, 
or the vindication of its laws by social and political 
authority ; thus traversing an immense range of 
topics of the highest interest to humanity, and 
endeavouring to give them a logical connection as 
one whole system. 

There is ample room in this philosophy for 
diverse and extensive modifications of opinion, 
One age or nation will probably differ with another 
in its judgment of what is true; in its taste for 
the beautiful; or in its customs, precepts, and 
habits of life, saving those virtues which, like 
justice, charity, veracity, and temperance, are 
everywhere seen to be good. But if the 
conceptions of these qualities in the ab- 
stract can be proved to bear a necessary relation 
to each other—to be, indeed, convertible terms, as 
good or right is practical truthand moral beauty, 
while beauty is esthetic truth and good—then we 
have an essential and indestructible ynity as the 
basis of all our notions of ideal perfection. This 
unity is referred by the philosopher to their being 
together present in the mind of man as reflections 
of the eternal attributes of God. Such is the net 
product of Victor Cousin’s doctrines, which may 
not be capable of positive demonstration, but are 
neither so dry and sterile, nor so abstruse, as those 
of the Hegelian school in Germany. Among the 
numerous authors of —— sical schemes in the 
eighteenth century whom M. Gousin described and 
criticised in his lengthy historical course, he pre- 
ferred the Scottish professor, Dr. Reid, to whose 
theory he joined a portion of Kant’s, aapnins to 
the faculty of reason a direct perception of absolute 
and necessary truths. 

The death of M. Cousin, which took place at 
Cannes, a few weeks ago, at the age of seventy- 
four, gives us occasion to publish his Portrait, with 
this slight memoir. He was the son of a watch- 
maker in the city of Paris, and successively filled 
the offices of Professor of the History of Modern 
Philosophy at the University, Director of the 
Ecole Normale, member of the Council of 
Public Instruction, member of the Academy of 
Moral and Political Sciences in the French 
Institute, Minister of Public Instruction, Coun- 
cillor of State, and Peer of France, The list of 
his voluminous writings, which fill a great place 
in the literature of his time, includes, beside his 
——— treatises, a series of interesting 

iographies of the most celebrated Frenchwomen 
of the seventeenth century—the age of Mdme, de 
Sevigné as well as of Corneille, and 
Molitre—an age which he fondly regarded as the 
brightest in the intellectual history of France. 

Mr. Gladstone was one of the friends who 
attended the funeral of M. Cousin in the cemetery 
of Pére La Chaise.

| lakes, who has exchanged his ancient castle of Ross Island for a 
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kind of fresh-water merman’s palace at the bottom of Lough Leane, 
where nobody can approach him to dispute his sovereignty of the, 
imeval and boulders. It is conjectured that the Feniyn 
eroes who marched from Cahirciveen to Killarney on Tuesday, the 
12th ult., stealing five rifles and sword-bayonets, with some a".nmu- 
nition, from the coastguard station at Kells, and shooting *, single 
mounted policeman who was passing with a message, hav e disap- 
in this mysterious way by retiring, like The O'Donog'aue, either 
into the lakes or into the stony bowels of the mountain‘,. where the 
soldiers cannot follow them. On Friday week, after dail ¢ fruitless ex- 
plorations of the place where they were last visible ar.d of the whole 
mountain district between the lower lake and the C-ap of Dunloe, a 
rty of troops and constabulary went in search of arms or rebels to 
tenflesk, on the opposite shore of the lake. In this glen is a spot 
known as Filedown or Robber’s Cliff, and a cave called Leabey 
Owen, or Owen's Bed, which will hold sixty men with ease. The 
lace is extremely difficult of access, and the situation most romantic. 
But neither Fenian men nor Fenian arms were found, and no trace 
of any. It is stated that, as the troops were returning, signal-fires 
were seen lighted on the mountains, perhaps intended by the fugi- 
tives to assure their friends below of their safety ; but the official 
reports declare that these fires have been satisfactorily accounted 
for. Another rumour speaks of the finding of the dead body of a 
Fenian who had perished of fatigue, hunger, and exposure on the 
Glencar mountain ; but this also wants confirmation. 

The resident (stipendiary) magistrates at Killarney, Mr. Cruice 
and Major Percy, assisted by another, Mr. Green, have been engaged, 
with the local justices of the peace, in trying to find out the guilty 
persons. Ten were arrested at Cahirciveen; but, at the petty 
sessions last Saturday, the evidence was so defective against them 
that the Bench, consisting of Dr. Barry, the Knight of Kerry, 
Captain Segrave, Mr. Cruice, and others, had to release them all 
upon their own recognisances to keep the peace. Searches for arms 
are now made almost daily; but hitherto the search has been 
invariably unsuccessful, both in town and country. The arms 
given up at Killarney since the county was proclaimed 
include some sixty or seventy rifles or fowling-pieces. But 
these are generally surrendered by people whose a. is known, 
while the disaffected persons bnry their firearms in the bog, where, 
with a little greased rag in the muzzle and round the nipple, a gun 


ment of the 48th Regiment was sent back to the Curragh from 
Killarney. Its place will be taken by the 14th Regiment. General 
Horsf returned on Saturday from his visit to Kenmare, Sneem, 
Cahirciveen, Killorglin, and other outlying places at which detach- 
ments are stationed. It will probably be neces to continue a 
small detachment for some time to come at hese ginent, and — 
cially at Cahirciveen, where the conspiracy broke out on the 1: 
ult. The head-quarters are in the town of Killarney, distant thirty- 
eight miles from Cahirciveen ; and Killorglin is on the road between 
those towns, thirteen miles from Killarney. 

It may be remembered that, on the 13th, as soon as the attack on 
the Kells station was known, troops were sent from Cork and 
Fermoy ; and on the same day a force of marines and sailors was 
landed at Cahirciveen from H.M.S, Gladiator, which has been sta- 
tioned in Dingle Bay, signals for aid having been made by the 
coastguard at Cabirciveen to the ship. This force was at once 
dispatched on the track of the insurgents, the Rifles moving out to 
meet them from Killarney. This probably caused them to make 
themselves so remarkably scarce. 

We are indebted to Dr. W. J. Eames, surgeon to H.M.S. Gladiator, 
for the View of Cahirciveen which we have engraved. Itisa town 
of about 2000 inhabitants, half the size of Killarney, situated at the head 
of the harbour of Valencia, and a market for some of the most delicious 
butter in the world. The aspect of this place, backed by the majestic 
range of the Iveragh mountains, is rather imposing till one gets into 
it, when the squalid meanness of the streets, with the bogs and 
bleak hills beyond the town, produce a contrary impression. We 
also present a View of Killorglin, from a sketch by a lady corre- 
spondent. Killorglin is at the mouth of the River Larne, which 
runs through the Lakes of Killarney into Dingle Bay. The deep 
imlets of the Atlantic in this part of the coast of Ireland afford great 
facilities for a hostile landing. The mouth of the Larne was a 
favourite base of operations with the Danes, the nearest repre- 
sentatives, perhaps, of the Fenians. They built a fort (the rampart 
of which is shown in our View, on the left of the bridge), and con- 
structed vaults under it to hold stores, so that their countrymen, on 
landing, might not be destitute of provisions till able to furnish 
themselves at the expense of the natives. The Conway family held 
Killorglin in the sixteenth century. 


“LA PRIERE.” 


THE picture by Mr. Pope, which we have engraved, has been selected 
for reproduction chiefly on account of a charm of unaffectedness 
too seldom found in the treatment of similar subjects. The 
subject itself, however, needs little, if any, comment at our’ hands, 
If there is nothing interesting and even touching in the repre- 
sentation of this comely young French paysanne kneeling in a room 
of her humble cabane or chaumiére, saying, before or after her day’s 
lowly labour, with so much —_ sincerity, her prayers to the 
Blessed Virgin, then nothing that we can say can render it 
so. We need not suppose that the girl is praying more fer- 
vently than is her wont; we need not imagine any speciall 
pathetic or sentimental reason for her earnestness—no nt's 
sickness threatening the loss to her of the mainstay of the home of 
her childhood ; no lover unfaithful or torn from her by the ruthless 
conscription. We only conclude that we see an ordinary sample of 
thousands of rustic French maidens repeating from the heart, as 
well as by rote, “la priére” learnt from a mother’s lips or the good 
Curé of the village. But may not our heart also be softened into 
sympathy by the sight—wherever found and whatever our creed—of 
idenly innocence, filial duty, and genuine piety? And to Him 
who better than ourselves knoweth that which is “ deceitful above 
all things,” and every circumstance of birth, education, and associa- 
tion, will not the prayer of this poor obscure girl be infinitely more 
acceptable than petition of the self-righteous pharisee or the 
hypocritical formalist ?

THE EARTHQUAKE IN CEPHALONIA. 


CEPHALONIA, the largest of the Ionian Islands, has been visited 
with a terrible disaster, of which some account was given last week. 
A succession of earthquakes, at intervals of an hour or two, from 
the 4th to the 12th ult., destroyed great part of the towns of Argos- 
toli and Lixuri—places which had a population of 10,000 and 8000 
respectively, being the two seaports of the island, five miles dis- 
tant from each other. We have been favoured by Lieutenant 
Britten, of H.M.S. Victoria, with the sketches engraved, one of which 
gives a view of the entrance to the harbour of Argostoli and the 
other of the town of Lixuri, as beheld from the sea, In the former 
is to be distinguished, at the extreme point of land stretching 
towards the left hand from the foot of the mountain which fronts 
the spectator, a cluster of two or three buildings, which are the 
famous flour-mills worked by a continual rush of water pouring 
from the sea down into a cavern apparently bottomless, 
and without any visible outlet. The house of Sir Charles 
Sebright, the British Consul, is near these mills, which are 
a mile and a half from the town of Argostoli. Sir Charles has kindly 
opened his doors to a multitude of sufferers by the earthquake who 
had lost the shelter of their own dwellings. The latest news from 
Corfu gives a deplorable account of the state of Argostoli. The 
lower part of the town, which was the finest and the richest, has 
disappeared—not a single house remains standing, and those which 
had been able to resist the first shocks are now thrown down. In 
the centre of the town the houses have also suffered to a great 
extent ; most of them will require to be built again. The only part 
spared was the part lying against the mountain ; but itis doubtful if 
this town, so flourishing a few days ago, will ever rise from its ruins. 


' During the last few years the cultivation of the Corinth raisin and 
will keep without suffering any injury. Last Monday the detach- | 


olive had made great advances in the island; and, since the annex- 
ation to Greece, Argostoli had become the principal.centre of the 
raisin trade. During the last year 13,000,000 Ib. of that produce had 
left the port. Used to a life of comfort, the inhabitants of the doomed 
town are now without home or clothes—in fact, with no resources at 
all. They have not yet been able to look among the ruins for their 
valuable chattels ; they are seen wandering about, sad, cast down, 
exposed to the inclemencies of the season, on the desolate plain. 
So greatly disheartened have the people been that till now very 
little has been done in the way of repairing or palliating the 
disaster. A few wooden sheds have been built, but they can shelter 
only a few families: the mass of the islanders are camped in the 
fields or under the trees. All the public buildings are in ruins. The 
bakeries have been destroyed, and, as in the midst of the prevailing 
consternation no one has had the energy to construct field ovens, 
bread is wanted almost everywhere. The full extent of the disasters 
in the interior of the island 1s not yet known, but it is certain that 
they are considerable. A great number of villages are in ruins, and 
two of them have been engulphed. The victims belonging to those 
two villages are said to outnumber 500. In the town of Lixuri alon 
more than one hundred bodies had been discovered, and the search 
was far from being finished. In the whole island 50,000 persons 
at least are without home and without food. 





y ST. JOHN’S CHURCH, HORNINGLOW, 


Is the hamlet of Horninglow, belonging to the parish of Burton- 
on-Trent, and one mile from that town, the new Church of St. John, 
of which we give an Illustration, was consecrated, by the Bishop of 
Lichfield, towards the end of last year. It is built in the geometrical 
Decorated style of architecture, and comprises a nave, 70 it. 3 in. long 
by 21 ft. wide; north and south aisles, each 10 ft. wide, with a tower 
occupying the west end bay of the latter; chancel, 28 ft. Gin. long 
by 18 ft. 9in, wide ; and vestry and organ-chamber on the north side 
of the chancel. On the north an arcading of five bays and on the 
south of four bays connect the aisles with the body of the church. 
The entrances are west and south, the latter ye the lower 
stage of the tower. There is no clerestory, but the building is well 
lighted by a large west window and by several two-light windows in 
the aisles. The chancel has a two-light south window and a fine 
five-light east window, filled with stained glass, illustrative of 
the life of St. John the Evangelist, given by Mr. H. E. Smith, 
of Shelbrooke House, Ashby, in memory of his father, The 
west window of the north aisle is also filled with stained glass, the 

ift of Mr. Nichols, Burton, representing the adoration of the 

agi. The height from floor to ridge of roof is 42ft. The tower is 
51 ft. high, and the spire 75 ft. tothe top. The height of the latter 
was increased by 10 ft., at the expense of one of the builders, Mr. 
Elliot, of Ashby-de-la-Zouch, who took great interest in the work, 
but has not lived to see his building completed. The total height 
to the top of the vane is 133 ft. Messrs, Lilley and Elliott were the 
contractors, and the total cost, exclusive of special gifts, has been 
considerably over £4000, of which the Diocesan Society has con- 
tributed £300 and the Incorporated Society £150. The carving 
throughout has been beautifully executed by Mr. Thompson, of 
Ollerton; and the works have been entirely carried out from the 
designs and under the superintendence of Mr. Edward Holmes, of 
Birmingham and Burton, the architect.

ECHOES OF THE WEEK, 


WE were in this column, last week, nearly right in describing the 
tactics of last Monday, which then were looming in the future, and 
which have now become historical. Strange things, indeed, have 
happened, and one of the most brilliant nights which the House has 
ever known has set it in good-humour with itself; and, now the 
— games are about to begin, there has been a little pre- 
iminary sword-play—a slash or so with a leaden sword. But soon the 
“ Editor,” the professional master of the games, will give the word, 
the slaves will draw away the iron grating, and the lion—all eyes, 
mane, and tail—will bound into the arena. The strangest sights 
have, indeed, been seen. Did not, on Monday night, Mr. 
Lowe sit humbly at the feet of Mr. Bright and lead on the 
slashing attack? Did not Mr. Bright regret that Mr. Lowe, 
“whose speech ought to be hung up in every workshop,” «c., had 
not made a distinct motion, that he might follow him into the lobby? 
Did not Mr. Disraeli profess himself to be a Reformer? and 
is not, after all, his bill—so he calls it—a good bill if it were a bill 
instead of a mere sketch and inception of such a measure? “I 
would an’ I could, and if, an’ it might be,” and such Shakspearean 
exclamations of doubt pass through the troubled dreams of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, who could win the race if his backers 
would only “ give him his head,” 

The wit, sparkle, and brilliance of the answers to the proposed 
measure on Monday were remarkable. Nothing could have been 
more happy than Mr. Lowe’s characterisation of the Conservative 
petition: a “mark of Cain had been put on the resolutions, 
so that no man might kill them.” The House was asked to melt 
down the Ministerial resolutions, “as the Israelites melted down their 
gold ornaments and there came outa calf!” and a dozen other good 
ag > said with a biting effect that was indescribable. Nor did 
Mr. Bright make a bad second, though he spoke with great diffi- 
culty and in a hoarse voice: “the season of pantomimic trans- 
formation was nearly over, but the Ministers would make some 
surprising changes.” And even as the words were written Mr. 
Disraeli was ready for the pantomimie change ; on Tuesday he made 
the important statement that the Government would withdraw the 
resolutions and bring in a bill, possibly on Thursday week. Let us 
hope that Mr. Gladstone and the major part of his following, who met 
at his house on Tuesday, will not disturb the Ministry, but will aid 
them tocarry out an honest bill, From these gentlemen (about 280 
must be excepted Mr. Robert Lowe, who did not attend, and Mr. John 
Bright, who “no belief whatever in Lord Derby, nor any con- 
fidence in his desire or ability to carry a reform bill.”. Thus in a few 
short sentences the dissentient Bright from the middle of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s hall, while the future Prime Minister inspected his followers, 
a over his own balusters, and taking a pretty good bird's-eye 
view of his own tail. There is a rumour, to be sure, that Mr. Bright 
will hold one very infiuential office, and Mr. Robert Lowe another, 
in the future Ministry—let us say President of the Board of Trade 
for one ; while such an office, if we had it (and it is required), as 
Minister of Public Instruction would well fit the other. 

The cle en of the Church of England and many infiuential 
ministers of every religious denomination who will hold a meeting 
to be presided over by the Lord Mayor, very shortly, at Guildhall, 
for the purpose of shutting up public-houses in London on Sunday, 
will do well to be prepared with statistics, for there will be a very 
strong opposition in the House to such a measure. Yet, when 
Archbishop Manning, Dr. Cumming, and Mr. Spurgeon can be 
found to be agreed upon a question, and these gentlemen are backed 
by many of the English Bishops and a whole host of eloquent 
Anglican divines, the question deserves more consideration than if it 
were the offspring of the brains of one or two heated pulpiteers. 
How far the working man does get drink on a Sunday; Cow much 
does he find beer sustain him; whether, if he should get his supply 
on Saturday night it would not disappear before morning and thus 
hinder his attendance at church ; and whether the wife and family, 
who have seldom achance of a glass of beer save when the father is 
at home, should be debarred from that little comfort, are questions. 
But it is no question that half the children of the lower classes die 
from insufficient nourishment and nurture ; for this purpose oatmeal 
gruel would be better than good English porter, but even a chance 
draught of that is something to too many poor children. 
As y 49 is with the Roman Catholics always a feast, 
it can onl the grave nature of their experience of the evils of 
Sunday drunkenness that can have brought so many of their 
priests to the fore on this question. 

The association for the Workhouse reform, which, with Mr. Ernest 
Hart and Dr. Rogers as steersmen, has performed so far a successful 
voyage that it has stirred all England and produced Mr. Gathorne 
Hardy's universally accepted bill, will not offer any opposition to 
the third reading of that bill, trusting that on its passing through 
Committee an opportunity will be given to introduce various amend- 
ments—that one which is to exclude Marylebone workhouse from 
the bill being vigorously opposed. The guardians of the poor, 
who, since the time when Le Sage drew his celebrated portrait 
of one such gentleman in . Blas,” have had a tendency 
to increase in comfort at the®€xpense of their wretched wards, 
must, as a rule, be chosen from richer and better men. And here 
it is that gentlemen should work, and not shirk their duties ; ladies 
of rank and position are serving as hospital-nurses, why should not 
a few earnest gentlemen do that which may best be done by them 
at our workhouses? Unless the higher classes take upon them the 
duties of their position the best bill in the world will be futile. 

Dr. Mary Walker, who, with a rich American pronunciation, has 
set herself to work rather as a teetotal lecturer than a medical re- 
former, has again been interrupted by a set of young Bob Sawyers, 
who accompanied the lady with the festive and other idiotic lyrics 
of the day. One need not say that such brilliant young gentlemen 
were admirers of the “Great Vance,” nor that about a hundred of 
them thought it polite to interrupt the teachings of teetotalism b 
repeated iterations that their name was “Champagne Charley.”

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The Clergy and the Pulpit in their Relations to the People. ef M. 
L’Abbé Isidore Maullois, Translated by George Percy Badger. 
(Smith, Elder, and Co.) There was not long since, in the pages of a 
contemporary, an article suggested by the conduct of several 
excellent clergymen, who, “ having resolved in their own minds the 
question why the working man does nct go to church, resolved to 
ask him.” Tt appears that samples of workmen gave samples 
of reasons; but, according to our contempo , “the answer is per- 
fectly obvious to anyone who looks at the matter without prejudice. 
It is simply that they find it dull and tiresome, and that there is no 
ublic opinion to make them.” Thia, of course, applies chiefly to 
arge towns ; in villages “the squire and the parson and their wives 
have a good deal of power, and in one way or another can bring 
public, and, for that matter, private, opinion and pressure to bear 
upon people who do not go to church.” If these views be correct, 
then the working man in large towns does not go to church, 
and the labourer in villages does, The former stays away for fear 
of dulness, the latter goes for fear of the squire. The latter, how- 
ever, is probably as impatient as the former of irksomeness; hence 
the shuffling of hobnailed boots, the shifting of clumsy bodies, the 
weary sighs, the listless yawns, the dry coughs, the frequent sniffs, 
the sounds of choking, and the occasional snores with which a 
village church—especially during the sermon—is made hideous. 
Nor, with respect to this subject, can we say that “they do these 
things much Dotter in France.” For hear the words (translated 
by Mr. Badger) of M. L’Abbé Mullois; “Go where you will in 
France,” says he, “you will meet with numbers of excellent and 
eminently-intelligent men who say :—‘I really cannot account for 
it ; but I can no longer bear —s to sermons, for they weary me 
dreadfully. The phraseology generally used is humdrum and thread- 
bare, and the matter consists of an incoherent mixture of rhetoric 
and philosophy, art and mysticism, of which nobody understands any- 
thing. Then, again, their monstrous uniformity throughout is enough 
to send even those into a doze who have lost the habit of sleeping. 
I sincerely believe that I should do better by abstaining ; but for the 
sake of example I resign myself to enduring them.’” And the 
for whose sake the endurance is displayed, to whom an example 
set, what do they suffer and say ? They are bored even beyond the 
measure experienced by their betters; they have bewilderment 
added to tiresomeness, and they declare that the gospel they hear 
reached seems in no way to concern them, but to be intended solely 
ie the rich and the “comfortable classes.” Is it not possible that 
the want of success which is said to attend the ministrations of the 
Church so far as working men and those below them in the social 
scale (for even the thief was not deemed unworthy of a place in 
Paradise) are concerned, is owing in some degree to the light in 
which the preacher is popularly believed—and not always unjustly— 
to regard his vocation? Is not the taking of holy orders popularly 
supposed to be but a choice of professions and to be embraced with a 
view to worldly preferment, to more or less fat livings, to deaneries, 
to bishoprics, to revenues, and to salutations in the market-place ? 
It is true that but a small proportion of those who “enter the pro- 
fession ” can hope to rise to the top; but the same thing is equall 
true of the Army and the Navy, and the Bar; and yet it is 
known amongst the “lower orders” that every ensign, every mid- 
shipman, and every “ utter” barrister is actuated by a desire to take 
up a certain social position and to mount up the ladder of earthly 
dignities and emoluments. If, then, the “ lower orders” themselves 
have an idea, in which they are encouraged by the conversation of 
their superiors, that their pastor is but an aspirant after the goods 
and honours of this world, to be won by eloquent discourse or parade 
of learning, or saintly demeanour, or hard work, is not even the most 
conscientious discharge of clerical duty likely to be misunderstood, 
and is not the best of preaching likely to be unavailing? He whom

MUSIC, 


THE Crystal Palace Concert on Saturday last showed Mr. Manns’s 
unwearied assiduity in the production of interesting novelty. The 
programme included a symphony of Gadé, the celebrated Danish 
composer, whose works are not known in this country as they ough 
to be; Spohr’s violin concerto in E minor, splendidly performed by M. 
Sainton, who also layed a beautiful solo of David's. The fine duet 
in the “Gazza “Povero Pippo,” was charmingly sung by 
Mdlle, Sinico and Mdme. Sainton-Dolby ; and the coacert concluded 
with an admirable performance of Mendelssohn’s overture to 
the “ Midsummer Night’s Dream.” 

The Musical Society of London had its first trial this season of 
new chamber compositions at the Marylebone Institution, on Wednes- 
day evening, when a number of manuscript vocal and instru- 
mental pieces were performed. The most remarkable of these was 
a septet in D, by Mr. Aguilar, for the be gn flute, oboe, horn, 
viola, violoncello, and contrabasso, ormed by Mr. Aguilar him- 
self, Mr. R. S. Pratten, Mr. Nicholson, Mr. C. Harper, Mr. Hann, 
Mr. Pettit, and Mr. C. Severn. By such first-rate artists (though 
they were playing at sight) the septet was executed with precision 
and effect, and was unanimously pronounced a very masterly com- 
position. It consists of four movements—an allegro, a scherzo, 
an adagio, and a finale allegro moderato, Every movement was 
rich in beauties; skilfully constructed, melodious, animated, and 
full of original ideas. e scherzo was especially remarkable, 
having much of the gaiety and spirit which characterise the scherzi 
of Beethoven and Mendelssohn. After the great success which at- 
tended the trial of this work, we presume it will be brought forward 
at one of the concerts of the season, A quartet for stringed instru- 
ments, by Mr. Lea Summers, the blind musician, was also tried and 
an, | gry A song, “‘ Where art thou ?” sane by Mr.

and a canzonet, “If music be the food of love,” composed by 
Dr, Sellé, and sung by Miss Emily Spiller, was greatly applauded 
and encored. It is announced that this society's first grand 
orchestral concert will take place at St. James's Hall, on the 20th 
inst. 

Mr. Aguilar’s thirty-fourth pianoforte recital was given at his resi- 
dence in Gloucester-crescent, Hyde Park, on Wednesday week, when 
he performed a selection of pianoforte music from the works of 
Beethoven, Mendelssohn, Chopin, Heller, and several pieces by him- 
self. The rooms were crowded with an elegant assemblage, by 
whom the various pieces were warmly applauded. 

Mr. Ganz has begun a series of three pianoforte recitals of 
classical and modern pianoforte music, interspersed with vocal pieces, 
at his residence in Queen Anne-street. e first took place on 
Wednesday, the 20th ult., and was attended with great success, 
M. Ganz performed Mozart's fantasia in C minor, Beethoven's famous 
“ Moonlight Sonata,” and several smaller pieces of Chopin, — 
and Heller. He was assisted by Mdlle. Ennequist, who sang seve 
favourite pieces, particularly Mr, Ganz’s very popular song, “ The 
Nightingale’s Trill.”

FINE ARTS, 





WE regret to hear that the executive of the Briffsh department of 
the forthcoming Universal Exhibition at Paris has been disappointed 
of obtaining from the proprietors many other works of art, applied 
for since last we wrote on thig subject, This is the more unfor- 
tunate seeing that the space available for the “fine-arts group” is, 
owing to the peculiar construction of the t building (though 
far larger as a whole), very much smaller m that allotted in t 
Exposition of 1855, and it therefore became the more inrportant to 
fill that space worthily. It is to be apprehended that the 
display of British oil-painting will be by no means ade- 
quate to the occasion. Water-colour art will, we wunder- 
stand, be better represented ; but of sculpture so little has been pro- 
cured that it has not been thought necessary to provide for ita 
separate gallery, and the few statues and busts to be forwarded will 
be distributed about the picture-galleries and corridors, The 
selection from the architectural designs exhibited at South 
Kensington can, as we have already remarked, convey but a very 
imperfect impression of the present development of pate Fmrhad in 
this country. And the subsequent addition of a small collection of 
architectural photographs will of course rather show the art of the 
photographer than of the British architect. 

On the other hand, the very disproportionately large fine-art 
saloons of the French portion of the Exhibition, with their more 
advantageous flat, instead of (as in the British section) segmental, 
walls are to be filled with choice specimens of French painting, man 
of them of large dimensions, and a profusion of statues, busts, pone 
tectural drawings, and engravings. The anticipations we ventured 
on forming, about two months ago, respecting the prcbable ight- 
liness and inconvenience of the French Exhibition building, notwith- 
standing its theoretical and practical facilities for classification, have 
been more than confirmed by all recent reports. The preponderance 
of curved walls renders tasteful grouping and working arrangements 
extremely difficult. There can y be any such uninterrupted 
vistas and beautiful aerial effects as those afforded in our i- 
bitions of 51 and ’62. The novel and redeeming features of the Exhi- 
bition will be in the surrounding park and its adjuncts; and here 
our Government, as we intimated long before the subject was the 
theme of fierce Parliamentary discussion, has been inhospitably put 
to unconscionable expense. 

The most prodigious price at which a single print was ever sold 
was realised on Saturday last, when mbrandt’s celebrated 
“ Hundred Guilder Piece,” the chief treasure of the late Sir Charles 
Ruggi Price's fine collection of drawings, etchings, and engravings, 
was, at Messrs, Sotheby, Wilkinson, and Co.’s knocked down to Mr. 
C. J. Palmer, of ord-row, amidst excitement and applause 
seldom witnessed in an auction-room, for the sum of £1180, 
Rembrandt's etching, “Christ Healing the Sick,” better known as 
the “ Hundred Guilder Piece,” or “ Print,” so named long ago from 
having once before fetched that sum (about £10), is only known toexist 
in eight examples of the “ first state” of the plate (five of them in 
public collections), of which that now sold is one. The highest- 
price one of these had previously brought was at Christie's, about 
twelve years back, where (Mr. Holford being the purchaser) it 
brought £400—that is, five times what it had fetched in the same 
rooms about thirty years previously. The same sum—or, as it is 
sometimes stated, 1 300—was paid by Mr. Holford for Rembrandt's 
etching of his own portrait with a sword, called, from this accom- 
paniment, the “Sabre Print,” before the plate was cut down, and 
of which only four impressions are known in this “first state.” 
Of the print now sold the following interesting descrip- 
tion is given in the catalogue:—“‘A magnificent impression 
in the first state, before the diagonal lines on the neck of the 
ass on the right, &c., with marvellous effect of durr, undoubtedly 
the finest impression known. It ison J eee paper, with large 
margin, and is in the most perfect condition. It was origi 
obtained, with a large number of his finest works, from Rem t 
himself, by J. P. Zomers, who sold them to Signor Zanetti, a dis- 
tinguished amateur of Venice. It remained in the possession of his 
descendants until early in the present century, when Baron Denon 
purchased the entire collection of engravings and etchings. At his 
sale, in 1826, the works of Rembrandt were bought in one lot by 
Messrs. Woodburn, who sold them to Mr. Wilson. This print sub- 
sequently became the property of Baron Verstolk ; and when his col- 
lection was dispersed, at Amsterdam, in 1847, it fell to Messrs. Smith, 
of Lisle-street, from whom Sir Charles Price obtained it. He 
allowed it to be exhibited at Manchester in 1857, and at the Law 
Institation in 1862. Such is the authentic history of this wonderful 
print.” It was put up at 200 gs., and the unprecedented price to 
which the final bidding mounted is said to be probably in part attri- 
butable to the presence of an agent from a foreign Government, 
instructed to buy at almost any price.

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THE PARIS INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION. 


Tue vast building and park of the Exhibition at Paris are now more 
than ever in a tumult of work and bustle, to prepare for the opening 
ceremony of April 1. The Emperor Napoleon, who takes the 
strongest interest in the whole affair, visits the place every week, 
and inspects what is being done, Our Illustration shows a group 
consisting of his Majesty and several gentlemen in attendance, 
with some of the Imperial Commissioners and the staff of 
management assembled outside the building. The grand 
vestibule, where the ceremony of April 1 will take place, 
is being fitted up and decorated for that occasion. It 
will hold 5000 or 6000 persons; but the season-ticket holders 
who cannot find room in the vestibule may take their stand 
in other parts of the building through which the Emperor and 
Empress will walk in procession. The price of a season ticket for a 
gentleman is 100f., and for a lady 40f. The ceremony of presenting 
the prizesand medals will take place on July 1, in the old palace of 
the Exhibition of 1855, in the Champs Elysées. 


PARIS FASHIONS FOR MARCH. 
Tue distinctive features of the present mode may be summed up in 
a very brief space. The chapeau, which is still worn very small, .° 
less extravagant in form, with a flower—generally a rose—and a few 
buds and leaves at the side. Thechignon is worn much higher than 
formerly. Crinoline, where not discarded altogether, is very much 
reduced in circumference. The robe for the promenade con- 
tinues to be worn short (and cut in points of one shape or 
another at the bottom of the skirt) over a jupon which reaches 
just to the ankle. The paletot, which usually matches the 
robe, is either loose and flowing or fitting close to the figure, 
with a band at the waist, and is generally sha like the 
robe at the lower part into vandykes, curves, or leaf-shaped forms ; 
occasionally it is en péplum, with a couple of points on each side, 
which, however, are never very long. The trimming consists 
chiefly of narrow fringe, guipure, or very narrow black lace, with 
ornaments formed of beads or simple braid. For evening dress the 
robe 4 tablier forms an elegant toilette for middle-aged ladies, It is 
made of grey silk, strewn all over with small gold-colour flowers, or 
of white satin trimmed with flounces of white lace. It is worn with 
a chemisette of puffed tulle, with lace insertion, the corsage 
being made high at the back and covering the shoulders, 
and being hollowed out in front so that e points meet 
at the waist. The sleeves are long and open; the tulle 
under-sleeves, which are almost tight, being puffed, to 
match the chemisette. Other evening dresses are of taffeta ; 
violet, mauve, or pearl-grey being the prevailing colours. 
They are made with trains, and have waistbands, the long ends of 
which are occasionally looped up. Upon the left shoulder a bow is 
worn, which is fastened with an agrafe of pearls. The chemisette 
will be of tulle or plaited muslin. Ball dresses are made 
of white crape, ornamented at times at the bottom with four 
biais of apple-green satin, each fastened with a rosette of fine 
white fringe, having a large glass ornament in the centre.

Paletot 
of black cashmere, trimmed with black beads and fringed with 
chenille. Chapeau of blue velvet, with pendent white glass beads 
round the rim, and with strings of blue taffeta, edged with white

Fig. 3. Ball Dress.—Robe of primrose-coloured satin, with a ruche 
of white silk edged with blonde at the lower part; upper 
jupe of striped silk gauze, cut on the biais and edged with a 
gaion of white lobe-shaped drops. It is fastened up on each side 
by an ornament composed of white beads, The bodice, which is 
made very low, is of primrose-coloured satin, and is ornamented at the 
top with a deep border of puffed white gauze; the sleeves of the 
bodice are very short; but there are a second pair of sleeves to the 
robe made of striped gauze, and trimmed with white drops, similar 
to the upper jupe, which tie behind and fall down over the back.

Tue Mark Lane Express —_ furnishes its annual table of cro 

statistics for England. Taking its calculations from 550 letters, it 
comes to the conclusion that the wheat crop of 1566 is deficient by 
2,331,696 quarters, The barley crop seems to have suffered im- 
mensely from wet, and from half to three fourths is represented as 
totally unsalable, except for cattle food. The oat crop has also 
sustained much damage from the same cause ; and beans and peas 
are much more favourably reported of than white crops. Of course 
some allowance must be made for the alarmist tendencies of all 
agricultural correspondents. As compared with this time last year, 
the averages show an advance of 15s. 9d. on wheat, 10s, 10d. on 
barley, and 1s, 1d, on oats.

Mr. Howard has made such a complete 
ee of their pig-mouth examinations that it will have to be 
reformed altogether ; and it seems that last month a section of them 
met, and decided to hold their show in future on the same week as 
the Smithfield club. A more wantonly mischievous determination 
it is impossible to conceive. However, this was too much for the 
patience of the really agricultural element of the council, and 
another meeting was called, at which this resolution was rescinded, 
and the show will be held at the good old time. 

We have consistently held that the new Game Act is one of the 
most salutary that we have had for many years, but that its proper 
working depends almost entirely upon the independence of the 
chief constables, As far as we can hear, they have done their duty 
well, and we have recently had an instance of it in Warwickshire. 
It seems that in a petty sessions at Coventry a solicitor applied to 
the Bench to take the information of a police constable in the case 
of a game trespass, That officer, however, declined to give it in 
consequence of the orders of his chief, who considered that such a 
procedure was equivalent to making mere gamekeepers of the police- 
men. The Bench confirmed the view of the chief constable, and the 
solicitor contented himself with threatzning to apply for a mandamus 
against them. The opponents of the Act have totally failed to make 
any general feeling throughout the country against it, and their 
boastings about getting it repealed have come to nothing. In fact, 
the very prophets who predicted that under the bill game would 
increase more than ever have had to record more liberal arrange- 

ments with tenants since the Act passed than they ever did before.

Ar the late late meeting of the London and Middlesex Archeological 
Society, Mr. H. C. Coote, F.S.A., read an interesting paper, entitled, 
“ Deorman of London,” illustrating the same from an Anglo-Saxon 
charter, preserved among the archives of the City ; being simply a 
confirmation made oe I, to his English slave, Deorman, of 
a moderate estate, already that person’s property. The possession 
was situated at Gyddesdum, a place supposed to be in Essex, from 
the fact of the charter being directed to the sheriff of that county ; 
and, as it was deposited in London, that city would appear to have 
subsequently become the domicile of Deorman. e afterwards 
possessed land in the counties of Middlesex and Hertfordshire, 
entries of which occur in Domesday, and show him to have ulti- 
mately become a rich and fortunate man in the time of the dis- 
possessior and poverty of his coun en, _ may here inte 
that Gadesden is the name of a village in Hertfordshire. ] hile 
thus enjoying the favour of the dynasty, he was still Deorman the 
Englishman, and in no way Normanised, save in his feelings 
and his interests. He could not change his baptismal appella- 
tion, and his modesty probably prevented him assuming a 
surname, after the Norman fashion. His descendants, how- 
ever, were of a different mind, and with the necessary clue it 
would be difficult to regard them as any other than Normans. He 
had two sons : one became a prebendary of St. Paul's, the other was 
one with the Norman name Thierry, and succeeded to his 
father’s estates. Mr. Coote concluded his valuable paper by observing 
that this account of an English family of the time of the Conquest 
might raise a suspicion that many preserved Norman families might 
be in the precise position of Deorman—English beneath a foreign 
disguise. r. Overall considered the grant a reward to Deorman 
for services rendered on the invasion of England by the Conqueror ; 
and that it came into the possession of the Corporation by their 
being accounted the safest custodian; or the Sheriff may have 
officially placed it there for safety. The change of name (continues 
Mr. Overall) by the descendants of Deorman to that of Thierry 
could only have been partial, as the name Deerman or Doerman is 
often to be seen in documents of subsequent reigns; and, in 1164 

after Thomas A Becket had refused to receive the Constitutions of 
Clarendon, he is found to have been im hed before the Great 
Council at Northampton; and, finding his power on the wane 

escaped from England to Flanders, under the name of Deerman. 

At the above meeting Mr. E. B, Price read a paper on “ Recent 
Discoveries of Roman Remains in the City.” Thus, the works for 
the Dead Meat Market, in Smithfield, have lately yielded additional 

roofs of its extent as a Roman cemetery ; on | in Mildred’s-court, 

‘oultry, has been found a Roman tesselated pavement, 18 ft. from 
the roadway, in its original position; it is of large size, and re- 
sembles in character that discovered in Leadenhall-street under the 
East India House, and those beneath the Excise Office, and under 
the French Protestant Church in Threadneedle-street. From the 
position of the Mildred’s-court pavement it had belon to a villa, 
or other Roman building, on the eastern bank of the Walbrovk, 
which the site adjoins. The stream is thus described by Stow :-— 

From the wall of the City the course whereof to prosecute it more par- 
ticularly was and is from the said City wall to St. Margaret's Church, in 
Lothbury, from thence beneath the lower part of the Grocers’ Hall, about 
the east end of their kitchen, under St. Mildred’s-court, from thence by 
Bucklersbury, &c. 

There were also found beautiful fragments of Samian ware, and a 
mortarium with the potter’s name, “ Albinvs,” on the rim. Mr. 
Overall exhibited an elegant fibula, and relics in iron and bronze. 
Mr. Price remarked that od pony = was at much the same depth 
as all similar remains that been found in Cheapside, and that the 
Roman floors along this line appeared to be on a very uniform level. 
There were also mentioned knives, styli, pins, and other Roman 
antiquities found in the course of extensive alteration in Tokenhouse- 
yard ; also a series of perfect examples of Roman pottery. 

On the grounds of Repton Priory, in Derbyshire, have been found 
a considerable number of encaustic tiles and two small arched 
chambers, separated by a single tier of tiles, and each compartment 
arched with six separate arches of tiles. This structure was, doubt- 
less, used by the monks in the manufacture of encaustic tiles for the 
priory church, The tiles found are of skilful design and, at least, 
twenty different patterns: they are mostly of the fourteenth cen- 
tury, with one or two rich instances of Early English work. 

ceording to the Rérue Artistique, M. Visconti, architect, has 
been commissioned by the Pope to restore the upper part of the 
Flavian Amphitheatre, 

A fine piece of brickwork, though not of considerable age, has just 
disappeared in Holborn—namely, the superstructure of Gray’s Inn 
gateway. The well-pointed red brick has been covered with a 
cement sham, a mistake which reminds us of the simple people of 
Merrow, near Guildford, painting white a cedar-wood pulpit «hich 
had been presented to their church by the Onslow family. 

The Society of Arts are seeking to revive a piece of sentimentality 
which y belongs to their charter. They propose to mark cer- 
tain sites and dwellings in London, which are interesting through 
their connection with great events or persons of note. The society's 
motto is prospice, not respice ; and this revivalism belongs to the 
patriarchal — of Sylvanus Urban. It is to be accomplished by 
placing ta outside the houses entitled to this distinction ; if 
they are ornamental, they will be costly. We saw a few names of 
streets upon sculptured escocheons and tablets.

Bart., and granddaughter, maternally, of the Right Rev. Dr. John 
Egerton, Bishop of Durham. He was born March 28, 1842, and was 
educated at Eton, and at Christ Church, Oxford. He succeeded his 
grandfather, as second Earl Brownlow, Sept. 15, 1853. He assumed in 1853, 
by Royal license, the surname and arms of Egerton, as heir to the great 
Bridgewater estates ; he also obtained, July 6, 1563, a further license to take 
the surname of Cust after that of Egerton, and to bear the arms 
of Cust quarterly with those of Egerton. His Lordship was 
never married, and is succeeded by his only brother Adelbert 
Wellington, now third Earl Brownlow, who was born Aug. 19, 1844, 
and at the time of his accession to the Peerage was M.P. for the northern 
division of Salop. His uncle, the Hon. Charles Henry Cust, is now 
heir presumptive to the family honours. This noble house, which was 
originally seated in Yorkshire, removed thence to Pinchbeck, in Lincolnshire, 
nearly five hundred years ago. Richard Cust, of Pinchbeck, who represented 
the county of Lincoln, in Parliament in 1683, but was expelled his seat by 
Cromwell. was created a Baronet after the Restoration, Sept. 29,1677. His 
grandson, Sir Richard Cust, married Anne, daughter of Sir William Brownlow, 
of Belton, and sister and coheiress of John Brownlow, Viscount Tyrconnel, 
by which alliance he obtained the mansion and estate of Belton, in Lincoln- 
shire. He was grandfather of Sir Brownlow Cust, who was elevated to the 
Peerage May 20, 1776, as Baron Brownlow, of Belton, in the county of 
Lincoln, and whose son, John, second Baron Brownlow, was advanced 
to the viscounty of Alford and earldom of Brownlow Nov. 27, 1815, and was 
grandfather of the nobleman just deceased. 


VISCOUNTESS STRATHALLAN, 

The Right Hon. Christina Maria Hersey, Viscountess Strathallan, whose 
lamented death occurred "on the 14th ult., at the family seat, Strathallan 
Castle, Crieff, Perthshire, was the youngest daughter of Robert Baird, Esq., of 
Newbyth, by his second wife, Hersey Christina Maria, second daughter of 
David Gavin, Esq., of Langton, Berwickshire, and was niece of the famous 
General the Right Hon. Sir David Baird, first Baronet of Newbyth, K.C.B., 
and aunt of Sir David Baird, the third and present Baronet.

CHRISTOPHER T. TOWER, ESQ, 

Christopher Thomas Tower, Esq., of Weald Hall, in Essex, magistrate and 
Deputy Lieutenant for that county, who died 
on the 19th ult., was the eldest son of 
Christopher Tower, Esq., of Huntemore Park, 
Bucks, by his wife, Elizabeth, only daughter 
of George Baker, Esq., of Elemore Hail, in 
the county of Durham. He was born Nov. 1, 
1775, and was educated at Harrow School, 
and at St, John’s College, Cambridge. He 
was called to the Bar in 1802. He was the 
oldest magistrate in Essex, having been for 
upwards of sixty years in the commission of 
the peace.

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 


Professor Tyndall, in his tenth lecture on Vibratory Motion 

and Sound, given on Thursday (last week), resumed the consideration of the 

sounds produced by vibrating reeds, as exemplified in the clarinet, hautboy, 

and other instruments. He then described the beautiful mechanism by which 

the human voice, with its peculiar qualities, is produced, as that of a reed in- 

strument, the reed in this case being vibrating cords, which can be tightened 

at will so as to vary the pitch ; and he illustrated by e ents the method 

by which the various vowel sounds are produced by the agency of the mouth, 

which is a resonant cavity, and the tongue. He also exhibited an apparatus 

by which the sounds “ manma” and “ papa” were ey produced, The 
Pp ema of sounding flames were next considered, musical notes being 
formed in tubes placed over flames. It was shown that the note depends in 
some degree on the size of the flame, but is always the fundamental note of 
the tube surrounding the flame or one of its harmonics. This was proved by the 
professor uttering a series of sounds without effect till the note of the tube was 
reached, when the flame responded to it, bursting into song. He also produced 
a most tremendous rattling, roaring sound, like that of a hurricane, by placing a 
tin tube 15 ft. long over a large gas flame ; stating that the roaring of a chimney 
was due to the same cause. He proved that the more intense the combustion the 
more forcible is the note emitted ; the note from hydrogen being more forcible 
than that from coal-gas. These notes are due to pulses in the column of air 
within the tube. Professor Tyndall next exhibited the phenomena of sensi- 
tive flames, first noticed by Professor Leconte, who observed a naked fish-tail 
gas flame when near flaring jump in response to musica) sounds ; and he also 
showed that a flame is much more affected by some sounds than others, such 
as the letter S, certain vowels, &c. The lecture concluded with the explana- 
tion of the phenomena of “interference.” After showing that the sounds of 
two tuning-furks which vibrate at exactly the same rate blend together, 
giving the impression of a single sound, the professor made one fork vibrate 
a little more slowly than the other, so that at one time both forks augmented 
the sound, and at another time they opposed each other, the consequence 
being an intermittent effect, or successive periods of sound and silence. The 
shocks upon the ear from two notes slightly out of unison he termed “ beats.” 
He also showed that by stifling the vibrations of a sounding disk he could 
augment the sonorous intensity. 

In his eleventh lecture, on Toston. he continued his illustrations of inter- 
ference, showing, by experiments with organ-pipes of various sizes, that what 
is true for tuning-forks is true for other instruments. Similar effecte were 
also produced from flames inclosed by glass tubes; and by means of 
Helmholtz’s ingenious double-syren, the professor showed how the funda- 
mental note could be extinguished by two sounds. In some cases, the sound 
was reinforced, and in others extinguished and temporary silence produced. 
He stated that when the two sounds conspired the condensation of the one 
vibration coincided with the condensation of the other ; when the two sounds 
interfered, the condensation of the one coincided with the rarefaction of the 
other. These vibrations were made visible by the reflections of a mirror 
placed on the prong of the tuning-fork. Proceeding, then to the illustration 
of the communication of sound, the professor showed that when two strings 
were stretched over the same sounding-board the vibrations of one string 
were communicated to the other when they were in unison, but not otherwise. 
To prove this, he placed paper riders upon one string, and made the other 
vibrate. The riders were unhorsed when the strings were in unison, but 
remained undisturbed when one string was relaxed and dissonance produced. 
The communication of sound from one tuning-fork to another was also exhi- 
bited, in several] striking experiments, in which both eye and ear were engaged. 


Mr. Moncure D. Conway, an American gentleman, gave the 
Friday evening discourse—on New England. He commenced by saying that 
the men and women, 112 in number, who landed on Plymouth rock in 1620 
represented “ the filtered strength of the English people.” They left Holland, 
their first refuge from persecution, because they feared the loss of their 
English name and speech, and therefore named their wild home New England. 
Their colony was born on Christmas Day, and its first years were a hand-to- 
hand struggle with nature for subsistence; but from this was evolved 
national character. Mr. Conway, after describing the distinctive physical 
features and beauties of the country, adverted to ite then inhabitants, 50,000 
red Indians, of noble bodily frame, but really brainless savages. The 
English at first treated them with scrupulous justice; but they could never 
be made to understand an English bargain, and wars ensued. But 
a heavier trial came from England: the King gave their lands to 
his favourites, who shared the products of the hard soil; and the 
religion of the settlers, termed that of “vulgar separatists,” was 
interfered with by missionaries from the mother Church. Neverthe- 
less, at the end of twenty years, 20,000 people had been drawn 
thither, who were building good ships and had a good trade. They were 
distributed into the settlements, which were the germ of the New England 
States, by natural forces. The barren Massachusetts with its fine water 

wer became the manufacturing State ; and thence parties went out to New 

ampshire, Vermont, and Connecticut to obtain wool and grain for her mills. 
Rhode Island was settled by the eloquentand liberal Roger Williams ; and Maine 
was settled through the free trade opened with the liberal French of New France. 
In 1643 the settlements formed the first American confederation, partly a de- 
fensive, but mainly a religious, union. It was governed by a council of two 
members from each State. The Mosaic code was adopted as their Constita- 
tion ; but their laws were not unusually rigorous. In Great Britain thirty 
were punishable with death ; in New England only ten. In private 
affairs Puritan rigour was severely felt. Bat the Quakers and others who 
were put to death were not really punished for heresy, but for returning after 
banishment from the State. New England was then a religious aristocracy, 
and the preachers were magistrates—a despotic régime. But the free-school 
system gradually undermined the clerical power ; and when the people re- 
leased the condemned witches and swept away the Judges concerned in 
the persecution the authority of the clergy ceased. The od from 1693 to 
the Revolution of In ce was one of great intellectual and moral 
growth ; and, “ under masterly neglect of the Duke of Newcastle,” the 
New World matured its powers, and the colonies silently became republics. 
“ The Revolution was but the publication of afact. It was a victory in which 
both sides won ; and it decided that the New World is not to be a duplicate 
of the Old.” The products of the cultivable land of New England, now about 
equal with that of England, may be represented by £250,000,000, and that of 
Massachusetts by £100,000 a year. One third of the American people are 
of New England descent; and the races of the Old World have been cer- 
tainly modified in the New. The New Englander has a skeleton, with 
less flesh than the Englishman, and reaches his maximum height later in life. 
With less scholarship, America has a better school system. New England 
may be called a large university ; and it is now impossible to find a healthy 
native ducated. Enthusi for science has influenced literature, and 
nearly all the men of letters are from New England. In conclusion, after 
referring to the great influence of the philosophy of Emerson, the modern 
“father of his country,” Mr. Conway said, “ Something like a deluge has 
followed ; but those who shall see the solid land again shall find that this 
was only the needed irrigation before it should put forth faiths fresh as 
rie-grass and States stabler than ins.” The president, Sir Henry 
olland, Bart., was in the chair ; and Earl Stanhope and other distinguished 
persons were present 

Mr, Macfarren’s fifth lecture on Harmony, given on Saturday 
last, began with illustrations of the striking effects produced by the addition of 
the dominant major ninth and the supertonicand tonic major ninths to the domi- 
nant chords ; he then proceeded successively to the dominant eleventh and 
the dominant minor thirteenth, both as resolved on chords derived from their 
own roots and from other roots. In the extracts derived from the works of 
Sebastian Bach, Handel, Mozart, Beethoven, Weber, and others, given on the 
pianoforte by Mr. Macfarren himeelf, it was shown what varied effects could 
be produced, including melodi tness, tender deep pathos, 

littering brilliancy, rugged force, and fierce passion, 
nto calm. The vocal examples most effectively given were a trio from 
"s “ Azor and Zemira,” “ Night's lingering shades” (in which the em- 
joyment of the dominant major ninth was very conspicuous), sung by Miss 
Mrs. H. R. Byers, and Miss Barnett; and a song from Schumann's 
* Paradise and the Peri,” “ Beneath that fresh and aay wee, sung by 
Miss Barnett, both accompanied by Mr. Marshall H. Bell. The lecture was 
concluded by an example of the ulation into nine keys by the enharmonic 
alterations of one chord.
